II . Analyze The Needs of Children 

The U. S. Office of Education requires that applications be sub- 
stantiated by data to prove that the proposed project meets the 
most urgent needs of the children. This requirement applies to 
all project applications, including those submitted by districts 
where a survey of needs was made last year. 

a. Review all evaluative data from 1966 projects - -an analysis 
and review should provide information to help determine needs for 
the 1966-67 Title I projects;

VII. Evaluation :

A particular 
emphasis is placed upon the collection of pertinent baseline data, 
local evaluation techniques, and where applicable, standardized 
test results.
